Warning about 
mercury in area fish 


The Massachusetts Department of 


Public Health (MDPH) has reviewed 
the toxic data generated by the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection for 
the Merrimack River. While the aver- 
age mercury concentration in Merri- 
mack River fish is lower than the Food 
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and Drug Administration Action Level 
for mercury of 1 mg/kg, the concentra- 
tions detected may be of concern to cer- 
tain individuals. 

Mercury may accumulate in indi- 
viduals who frequently eat fish con- 
taminated with mercury, thus leading 
to an increased risk of health effects. 
Fetuses and children are particularly 
sensitive to the effects mercury has on 
the nervous system. Because of health 
concerns associated with exposure to 
mercury, MDPH offers the following 
recommendations: 

Children under 12, pregnant women 
and nursing mothers should refrain 
from consuming largemouth bass and 
white sucker from the Merrimack Riv- 
er to prevent exposure of developing 
fetuses and young children to mercury. 

The general public should limit con- 
sumption of largemouth bass and 
white sucker from the Merrimack Riv- 
er to two meals per month.

Group works together to kick the nicotine habit

The Environmental Protection 
Agency calls it a Class A carcinogen, a 
known cause of human cancer. 

The surgeon general calls it the most 
extensively documented cause of dis- 
ease ever investigated in the history of 
biomedical research. 

The U.S. Public Health Service calls 
it the most important preventable 
cause of death in our society. 

Kate, an Andover resident, calls it 
an obsession that was ruining her life. 

Cigarette smoking and its dangerous 
impact on health have been in the pub- 
lic’s awareness since the early ’60s. A 
leading cause of lung cancer, smoking 
contributes to other heath problems, 
including heart disease and emphyse- 
ma. 

Secondhand smoke has crept into 
the picture as well, becoming the third- 
ranking cause of lung cancer, accord- 
ing to the cover story in last month’s 
Consumer Reports. 

Smoking also causes nicotine depen- 
dency. Nicotine is highly addictive, 
and nine out of 10 people who pick up 
that first cigarette become nicotine 
addicts, according to the National Insti- 
tute on Drug Abuse. 
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that of their family and friends, Jim, 
Helen and Kate turned to the Andover 
Chapter of Nicotine Anonymous in 
their effort to become and stay smoke- 
free. They said that the group is instru- 
mental in coping with their addiction. 

Founded in 1982, Nicotine Anony- 
mous follows the same 12-step program 
used by Alcoholics Anonymous. The 
emphasis is on taking a day at a time, 
said Kate, founder and secretary of the 
Andover chapter. The program is not 
designed as a smoking cessation pro- 
gram in itself, but as a support group 
for people who desire to be free of nico- 
tine. 

Nicotine Anonymous does not 
reveal the names of its members, nor 
does it divulge what is said in meet- 
ings. Several of the members of the 
Andover group consented to separate 
interviews; some names have been 
changed. 

Jim 

Jim, an Andover resident, is the sec- 
retary of the Wilmington Nicotine 
Anonymous group. He helped Kate 
organize the Andover chapter and 
attends the Andover meetings regular- 
ly. 

Jim began smoking at age 14, during 
the 1950s. “I smoked Lucky Strikes 
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then, They were cool. You used to roll 
them up in your T-shirt sleeve.” 

He had no inkling at the time that 
cigarettes could be harmful; in fact, he 
specifically remembered a commercial 
touting a certain brand of cigarettes as 
being endorsed by more doctors than 
any other brand. 

When the surgeon general's first 
warning about the hazards of smoking 
came in 1964, Jim was attending medi- 
cal school. His family soon stopped 
smoking and urged him to do so as 
well, 

“T thought I was invincible, that it 
wouldn’t affect me.” He remembers 
being among a group of students dis- 
secting the body of a person who had 
died of lung cancer. Even seeing the 
diseased lungs didn’t influence him, he 
said. He and the other students smoked 
all the way through the dissection. 

He decided to quit after beginning 
his practice as a dentist. Jim said his 
patients noticed the smell of tobacco on 
his hands and clothing. 

“My lifestyle was not consistent 
with the care that I was trying to give 
them.” 

After several tries, using an Ameri- 
can Cancer Society sponsored pro- 
gram, hypnosis, and individual coun- 
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seling, Jim turned to Nicotine Anony- 
mous and has been free of cigarettes 
for five years. 

“T found Nicotine Anonymous very 
supportive and very open to all the oth- 
er programs,” said Jim. He noted that 
the Nicotine Anonymous policy is to 
neither oppose or exclude anyone for 
any reason. “It is not a treatment, not a 
lecture, but a (meeting) of mutual sup- 
port, an opportunity to share their fail- 
ures, achievements and hopes that they 
will be successful in what they’re try- 
ing to do,” 

Newcomers often come into the 
meeting waiting for booklets, lectures 
and the facilitator to put them through 
their paces, said Jim. Nicotine Anony- 
mous is more in the mutual help mode. 
Meetings begin with a moment of 
silence and the reading of the Twelve 
Steps of Recovery and the Twelve Tra- 
ditions of Nicotine Anonymous.The 
group then works through issues or 
topics together. 

“We come in and share; cry, laugh 
and tell our stories. I feel 100 percent 
better,” said Jim. 

“T have the relief of knowing that 
I'm not alone.”

endorse this budget completely,” 
said Bob Stoetzel, chairman. 

Mr. Stapcezynski is recommending 
a $26,564,519 budget, a 6.1 percent 
increase over last year. The schools 
current budget draft beefs up the cur- 
rent budget 8 percent to more than 
$27 million. There is a $466,064 differ- 
ence between the two budgets. 

“There’s no way to find the money 
he’s talking about. It isn’t there,” 
said Christine McCarthy, ad hoc 
finance committee member. 

Officials briefly discussed the 
necessity of eliminating staff posi- 
tions or student programs to bring 
the proposed school budget down to 
the town manager’s recommenda- 


tion. 

Approximately 76 percent of the 
proposed school budget directly

er extra money is needed on the town 
side, such as for snow removal, the 
money is always available. 

“We don’t get that same access to 
the bucket,” he said. 

“Everyone outside Andover 
always thought the streets were 
paved with gold. They’re sanded with 
gold,” quipped Mr. Muller. 

The Department of Public Works 
has received attention lately because 
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budget 


it is spending considerable more on plowing 
and sanding than other area towns. 

Looking at long-term savings, School 
Committee members believe that they can 
save money if they regain control of school 
maintenance, which was given to the town 
government back in 1981. 

“It would be the largest ticket item. It 
would be a lot bigger than anything else on 
this page” of potential reductions, said Mary 
Lyman, School Committee member. “After 
you gave us all the studies you can’t help but 
think we can do it cheaper.”

Armed with a stack of the 184-page 
reports, Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
officially presented his proposed Fiscal Year

The major outlay of funds is still 
school spending, which has consis- 
tently accounted for 39 percent of the 
town’s expenses. 

“Our uses stayed fairly consis- 
tent,” said Mr. Stapezynski. “Our 
sources have not.” 

A greater percentage of the fund- 
ing this year will come from proper- 
ty taxes, due mainly to the $40.5 mil- 
lion debt exclusion override 
approved by voters last May. 

Debt exclusion increases the 
amount of property tax money the 


town can collect over the 2% percent 
tax growth allowed. It is an exemp- 
tion granted for a limited amount of 
time in order to fund a specific pro- 
ject, in this case the renovations and 
building additions at town schools. 

Property taxes will account for 74 
percent of the revenue anticipated 
for FY ’96, a 7-percent increase from 
the 67 percent of 1989, said Mr. 
Stapczynski. 


State aid is down 
While property taxes account for a 


greater portion of the total revenue, 
the proportion of state aid has steadi- 
ly declined. From 10 percent of the 
total revenue in FY ’89, state aid 
dropped to just 6 percent of the rev- 
enue in the FY ’96 budget. 

The change in state aid is mainly 
driven by changes in educational 
aid. State revenues are shifting to 
help support communities with less 
property wealth, said Tony Torrisi, 
finance and budget director.

and symbolizes good fortune, health 
and prosperity. 

The lion dance is a traditional 
two-man performance with a lion 
costume, Chinese music, cymbals 
and firecrackers. The dance was per- 
formed in ancient times during the 
winter when food was scarce, to 
scare off hungry wild animals that 
might attack a village. 

Chinese yo-yo is learned by every 
Chinese school child, but is little 
known in the United States. The 
oversized “yo-yo” is spun at high 
speeds by a string tethered between 
two 4-foor-long sticks and produces a 
loud, haunting, whirring sound. 

The winners of the 1995 ACCE 
writing competition will be 
announced. High school students in 
Andover and surrounding communi- 
ties were invited to write on “The 
Importance of Knowing about China 
in the 21st Century.” First prize is 
$250; second prize is $200; and third 
prize is $150. 

Lucky money is a tradition passed 
down from ancient Chinese agricul- 
tural society. Red envelopes contain- 
ing “lucky money” are given by par- 
ents to unmarried children not yet 
supporting themselves. The passing 
of the red envelopes is a wish from 
the older generation to the younger 
generation to “suppress your age” 
and to “keep you young.”

By the time mammoth delivery- 
chain Domino’s opens on Park Street, 
Tim Fisher, manager, has his squad 
warmed up. In the store’s first half 
hour, from noon to 12:30 p.m., it aver- 
ages one pizza per minute. 

Preparation for the game began Sat- 
urday, he says. 

On an typical day, Domino’s work- 
ers have about 200-250 boxes folded and 
ready to go. For the Super Bowl, they 
prepare 400. Mr. Fisher calculates this 
number quickly because he knows 
they can stack exactly 50 pizza boxes 
from floor to ceiling. 

Although he has four extra employ- 
ees working the game, Mr. Fisher 
seems concerned that perhaps some 
key positions on his team remain 
unfilled. 

“We've been running ads for 
employees for three or four weeks 
now,” he says. “We've been in a hurt- 
ing situation for about a month now. 
But this is going to make it worse.” 


It’s 4:30 p.m. The phone rings every 
few minutes. The faint scent of baking 
bread, steaming sauce and sizzling 
sausage fills the air; but there is no 
hint of tension. 

The atmosphere is not yet stressful. 

“It will be,” says the veteran manag: 
er. 


It’s 4:50 p.m. At King’s Subs & Pizza, 
it already is. One of two men working 
in the kitchen takes a second to talk to 
a visitor. A second. 

“T'd love to talk to you, but we're get- 
ting killed right now,” he says, honest- 
ly enough. It is nearly an hour and a 
half until kick-off, 


It’s 5 p.m. 

The kitchen is calmer at Depot 
House of Pizza, which doesn’t deliver 
to homes, 

“Most people are young people who 
come in about 2 to 3 o'clock to prepare 
for the game,” says Ted Exarchos, own- 
er, “At half-time they all call up and get 
some more orders. 

“You can’t predict what they (pie- 
scarfers) are going to do, But we’re 
ready,” he says. Mr. Exarchos has two 
extra people working, ballooning his 
staff to five people. 


Mr. Exarchos says he might have 
twice as much work today compared to 
a regular Sunday. And he’ll miss the 
Super Bowl. 

“That's all right. That’s what we’re 
here for,” he shrugs. 


It’s 5:15 p.m. 

Among pizza twirlers this attitude 
dominates. Making pizzas is what they 
do. There are no complaints. 

“I am a football fan and that’s why 
I'm going to put my TV up right here,” 
says Mr. DiCesare, motioning to his 
counter. “So I’ll be spinning (pizzas) 
while I’m watching it.”

Crunch. 


It’s 5:30 p.m. Rob Balaam, a manager 
at Andover’s Papa Gino’s, describes 
the day this way: 

“Pre-game, busy. 

“Before game, busy. 

“Half-time, busy. 

“After the game, busy. 

“Whenever they don’t play it’s 
busy,” he says. “Business goes way up 
for the Super Bowl.” 


Business is particularly heavy dur- 
ing the first half of the game, though by 
half-time it has slowed. After deliver- 
ing multiple orders all day, Domino’s 
driver Ryan O’Leary, a North Street 
resident, is on a milk run. He’s carry- 
ing a single pie up to Phillips Academy, 
less than one mile away. 

“Today was real hectic. I was just 
looking. I’ve done 150 miles since 
noon,” he says. 


Back at headquarters, a trash-talk- 
ing Mr. Fisher greets a half-time visi- 
tor. 

“You missed it, man. You missed it, 
big-time. Seventy-eight pies, one hour,” 
he says. “We'll probably do another 
200-300 the rest of the night, which is 
nothing.”

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Andover is involved in the fate of Den Rock

A proposal to develop a mall, golf 
course and multi-family housing com- 
plex in Den Rock Park in Lawrence 
could have a variety of effects in 
Andover, including the payment of 
$315,000 owed the town back taxes, 

The proposal made public this week 
for the 80-acre park, just over the town 
line near Haverhill and High streets, 
includes plans for a 400,000-square-foot 
mall for retail stores, and a nine-hole 
golf course, part of which would extend 
onto adjacent land in Andover. The 
proposal also includes plans for a mul- 
ti-family housing complex on a piece of 
property behind what was formerly 
The Den restaurant in Lawrence, and 
development of several single family 
homes on a property in Andover off 
Stirling Street. 

“Whatever happens on any one of 
these three properties will affect all 
three of the towns,” said Stephen Coly- 
er, Andover planning director. 

The Andover property off Stirling 
Street, owned by Rose Champy, has a 
lien on it for nonpayment of property 
taxes since 1988. The Champy property 
has 54 acres in Andover, and another 
16 acres in Lawrence extending toward 
the park. The case has gone to land 
court and the town is near taking the 
land, according to David Reilly, town 
collector and treasurer. But if the prop- 
erty is sold for development, the back 
taxes would be paid. And several town 
officials said this week that the the 
town would be better off with the mon- 
ey that the land. 

“We'd rather have the taxes,” said 


Gerald Silverman, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

“T always want the money,” said Mr. 
Reilly, adding that taking the land 
would mean a loss of the $315,000 in 
revenue for the town. 

Regarding the land, Mr. Silverman 
said, “I don’t know what we'd do with 
it.” 

But Mr. Silverman was not too excit- 
ed about some of the plans for the park. 

“Who needs another mall?” Mr. Sil- 
verman asked. 

He said he couldn’t see a Gap store 
or other retail stores going in there. 

“Tt just doesn’t make any sense,” he 
said. 


The proposal is under consideration 
by the Lawrence City Council, since 
the park is city land, but it also would 
need an approval from the state Legis- 
lature because the land is designated 
for a recreational park. 

Rezoning 

Although none of the park itself is in 
Andover, the Champy property and 
another lot off Fleming Avenue are 
subjects of separate articles on 
Andover’s April Town Meeting war- 
rant, The 14-acre lot owned by Marty 
Spagat off the end of Fleming Avenue 
abuts the railroad tracks and part of it 
would be included in the development 
of the proposed golf course and resi- 
dential housing. 

The two petitions, submitted by 
attorney Richard Asoian, request zon- 
ing changes. The two properties are 
currently part residential and part 
industrial. The changes requested 


would make them all Single Residence- 
A and open the door for development of 
single family homes between the exist- 
ing residential homes in the area and 
the the park. 

The Champy property would be 
accessed off Haverhill Street and Filter 
Bed Road, and connected to the Spag- 
gatt property through the develop- 
ment. 

Buzz Stapczynski, town manager, 
said that while the town has some say 
in what happens to the land in 
Andover, its influence as to what hap- 
pens in the park itself is “little to 
none.” 

But according to Mr. Colyer, almost 
anything that happens in Den Rock 
will effect both Andover and North 
Andover. Utilities for the park develop- 
ment may have to connect through 
Andover or North Andover, and access 
for at the residential sites would likely 
be through Andover and North 
Andover. 

Mr. Colyer said the single-family 
homes would look like an extension of 
Stirling Street. They would be single 
family homes on larger lots, Mr. Colyer 
said he has seen several development 
proposals for the Champy land in the 
last 10 years, and that he has pushed 
for a use that would be compatible with 
the surrounding neighborhood. He 
said this proposal is compatible. 

“T think it should be rezoned, “ Mr. 
Colyer said. 

Mr, Colyer said the Champy land 
was zoned residential prior to 1960 
when part of it was changed to indus- 
trial, He said he doesn’t know what the 


reasoning was behind that change. 

Back in 1967 the town voted to take 
the Champy land by eminent domain 
to control what type of development 
went in there. That is when affordable 
housing developments were springing 
up around town. The town had autho- 
rized paying $5.7 million for the land at 
that time, but that authorization was 
rescinded a few years later. 

The Champy land was also offered to 
Emerson College in 1987 as a potential 
site for its campus when Emerson was 
still proposing a move to Lawrence. 
The price at that time was $8.4 million. 
Opposition 

A few years ago, Susan Tucker, for- 
mer state representative from 
Andover, was part of a group opposed 
to development of the park, and in 
favor of cleaning it up and improving 
its recreational uses. 


“The only problem was, it was 
almost a bad version of Sherwood For- 
est,” Mr. Colyer said. 

There were people living there, and 
there was a lot of crime-related activity 
there, according to Mr. Colyer, and it is 
still a prime spot for car thieves to 
dump and burn cars. 


There is still opposition to develop- 
ment by those who would like to see 
Den Rock remain a recreational area. 
And Mr. Colyer said there is no doubt 
that what is proposed would leave little 
of the park that is there today. 

“To do this means to knock down 
and flatten out most of the property,” 
Mr. Colyer said.

Andover, a Friend of the Ballet Theatre 
of Boston, said a group of people inter- 
ested in the ballet company met two 
weeks ago to discuss short- and long- 
term plans to keep the ballet company 
performing in Andover after March.

“more appealing and accessible to con- 
temporary audiences even though it is 
in a classical style.”

Jim Marsh sticks to guns on adding 2 classrooms to San-

Despite disinterest from School 
Committee members, Jim Marsh, 
School Building Committee chairman, 
said Monday he still plans to pursue 
the possibility of adding two classes 
onto Sanborn School during this year's 
construction project. ,

nut Street while being paid by the town 
to sand-town roads. 

The two contractors met with Mr. 
McQuade, John Canavan Jr., highway 
superintendent, and Officer Richard 
Aumais and Sgt. James Hashem, the 
two officers who brought the allega- 
tions, last Friday. After the meeting, 
the officers, Mr. Canavan and Mr. 
McQuade agreed that “no further 
action be taken,” according to Mr. 
McQuade’s report. 

But they also agreed to send a warn- 
ing to all private sanding contractors 
working for the town that at no time 
should town salt or sand be used for 
private work, and that no private work 
should be done on town time. A similar 
warning was issued to plow contrac- 
tors. Violation of the policy will result 
in “immediate dismissal of the contrac- 
tor and referral to the police for any 
further action.” 

A letter also went to all public works 
employees advising that employees are 
not to load sand/salt on any private 
contractor’s equipment without the 
approval of Phil Newcomb, highway 
general foreman, Mr. Canavan or Mr. 
McQuade. 

Wildwood allegations 

Sgt. Hashem said he saw Mr. Shaw’s 
truck leave the rear of the town yard 
on Lewis Street at 4:45 a.m, on Jan. 3 
and drive to Hewlett-Packard and sand 
the private lots. Mr. Shaw said he had 
his own sand on the truck when he 
stopped at Christy’s Market on Rail- 
road Avenue for a cup of coffee that 
morning, on his way to Hewlett- 
Packard, and that he was never in the 
town yard that morning. 

Mr. McQuade said the town did not 
have any private contractors working 
that morning. He also said that Mr. 
Newcomb was in at 4:30 that morning 
to arrange for town crews to come in 
and sand, and did not see any Wild- 
wood Nurseries trucks in the yard. 
Roddy Perron, the loader operator, 
who was scheduled to come in at 5 
a.m., also said he did not load any salt 
or sand on Wildwood trucks that morn- 
ing. 

Sgt. Hashem said he did not see the 
truck being loaded, but that he saw it 
leaving the town yard. 


McQuade’s 
fun facts 


According to Mr. McQuade: 

e An estimated 15,000 cars leave 
Andover every morning taking resi- 
dents to work or school, while 30,000 
enter Andover each morning; 

e Andover has 283 cul-de-sacs, and 
it takes roughly the same time to 
plow five to 10 miles of straight road 
as it does to plow 1 mile of cul-de-sac; 

¢ It takes 7 to 8 hours to travel 
Andover’s 260 miles of roads; 

e Andover’s 260 miles of roads are 
the equivalent of 600 lane miles. Main 
Street in the downtown, for instance, 
is four lanes, with one lane for park- 
ing on each side and one lane for 
travel on each side. 


Vale sanding 

Officer Aumais reported seeing Mr. 
Ferris sand the CVS/Pharmacy lot off 
Chestnut Street ‘on or about” March 15 
at 5:30 a.m. He also said he was told at 
the town yard that Mr. Ferris’ truck 
was loaded at the town yard. 

But the town did not have private 
sanders working on March 15, accord- 
ing to town records. The closest to that 
date that private sanders were working 
was on March 17, according to Mr. 
McQuade’s report. 


Missing sand 

In a related but separate issue, a 
town resident who wished to remain 
anonymous told the Townsman last 
week that town sand/salt is being lost 
when the town loads it onto contrac- 
tors’ vehicles as ballast when they are 
plowing for the town. In most cases, the 
ballast never gets returned to the town, 
and is instead kept by the contractors 
for their own use, according to the 
source. 

Mr. McQuade said a scoop of the mix 
is loaded onto trucks for ballast, but 
only the first time they plow for the 
town. 

“What they do in some cases is they 
take that ballast and put it on their 
truck the next time. They don’t get 
another scoop of sand,” Mr. McQuade 


Snow 
expenses 


Andover, like most New England 
communities, is benefiting financial- 
ly from the lack of snow and winter 
weather this season. 

The town budgeted $968,000 for 
plowing and sanding this year, and 
has spent $207,605 to date, leaving a 
balance of $760,395. 

The major expenses so far have 
included: 

¢ $14,135 for private-contractor 
sanding, (10 times); 

¢ $29,130* for private-contractor 
plowing Jan. 2, (3 inches); 

¢ $58,660* for private.contractor 
plowing Jan. 12, (4 inches). 

¢ $58,405 for salt; 

¢ $20,171 for sand; 

¢ $23,747 town employee overtime. 


* These numbers are not final, as 
some contractors have not yet sub- 
mitted bills for these dates. 


said. 

He said they can’t use it for anything 
else because they don’t have a sander. 
And they can’t leave it on their truck 
because it will rot the bed. Because the 
salt is so hard on the truck bed, most 
contractors have switched to using 
their own cement blocks as ballast, 
according to Mr. McQuade. 

“But if they get it, they get it one 
time,” he said. 

Road rangers 

Another anonymous caller to the 
Townsman this week said there should 
be more control of private contractors 
working for the town. 

Mr. McQuade said the town has four 
“road rangers” who check on the 64 
private plowing contractors used by 
the town during storms. The 13 town 
crews out in town plows also check on 
the private contractors, he said. 

“We have people out there all during 
the storm monitoring the work of pri- 
vate plows,” Mr. McQuade said. 

The town has 44 plowing routes 
varying from two to 10 miles in length, 
and 16 sanding routes. 


A look at last year 


By this time last year, a string of 
storms had dumped more than two 
feet of snow on Andover, and resi- 
dents had endured spells of subfreez- 
ing temperatures with wind-chill fac- 
tors reaching 30 and 40 degrees below 
zero. A freezing rain and snow in late 
January left up to two inches of ice 
on. many sidewalks and the Arctic 
blast that followed prevented public 
works crews from doing much about 
it. 

Bob McQuade, DPW director, had 
only this advice for residents dealing 
with the cold and snow: “Take a col- 
lection and get me a plane trip 
south.” 


No salt 

Andover could do less plowing and 
sanding if it used more salt on the* 
roads, according to Mr. McQuade. 
Instead of spreading straight salt, 
Andover uses 15 to 20 percent salt 
mixed into the sand to reduce the haz- 
ard to the environment. That is not 
enough salt to keep snow from bonding 
with the road. With straight salt, it 
would be easy to give residents a black 
road shortly after a storm is over, he 
said. 

Using more salt would also reduce 
the need and the cost for sweeping up 
the sand in the spring. And that is what 
some communities do, he said. 

“Look at the roads and if there is 
less sand, you know that town is usiii 
more salt and less sand,” Mr. McQuade 
said. 


No violence 

Mr. McQuade said cutting the num- 
ber of plows used by the town by 50 per- 
cent would have little financial benefit, 
maybe 15 percent, and would double 
the time it would take to clear out 
schools and roads. Although it’s not 
one of his priorities, another reason to 
get plowing done quickly is to avoid 
plowing snow back into people's drive- 
ways after they’ve already shoveled:t 
out. 

“People get violent,” Mr. McQuade 
said, and have cursed and thrown 
shovels at the plow drivers. 


Sgt. Bernhardt is back on the job for the police

Police Sgt. John Bernhardt started 
back at work this week, just seven days 
after going public with an accusation 
that he was being kept off the job 
because the town manager had a per- 
sonal vendetta against him. 

Last Monday, Jan. 23, Sgt. Bernhardt 
told selectmen and the press about his 
situation. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski called Police Chief James 
Johnson Friday and told the chief to 
put Sgt. Bernhardt back on active duty 
this past Monday, Jan. 30. 

Sgt. Bernhardt took a personal day 


Monday to attend a funeral, and was 
back at work as the department’s court 
officer Tuesday. 

Mr. Stapezynski said he did not 
want to comment on whether he had 
any pressure from selectmen to put Sgt. 
Bernhardt back on the job. 

“He was released to return to work 
after review of his medical situation,” 
Mr. Stapezynski said. “His medical 
records spoke for themselves.” 

Selectman Gerald Silverman, chair- 
man of the board, said this week that 
selectmen have not met again. to dis- 
cuss the situation. They did stay and 


discuss it with the town manager for 
half an hour in executive session after 
Sgt. Bernhardt brought it to their atten- 
tion last week. 

“We made a recommendation as to 
what should be followed,” Mr. Silver- 
man said yesterday. “Things seem to 
have worked out. Right now, we hope 
everything will be all right.” 

Sgt. Bernhardt, 56, a 26-year veteran 
of the force, was out sick for six months 
last year. He told selectmen last week 
that he had been trying to return to 
active duty since October, but that Mr. 
Stapezynski has fought his return and 


that the sergeant has been kept out on 
administrative leave at full pay. 

Neither the town manager nor Sgt. 
Bernhardt have said why Sgt. Bern- 
hardt was out for the six months. Mr. 
Stapezynski said there are privacy 
issues regarding an employee’s medi- 
cal records, and would not even say 
who reviewed the medical records or 
gave the final approval for Sgt. Bern- 
hardt’s return. 

Sgt. Bernhardt said last week the 
problem between him and the town 
manager dates back to,a problem he

One writer sent a very short note 
that I couldn't tell if he meant to be 
published as a letter, so I looked up 
his real name in the AOL member 
directory, then in the phone book 
and gave him a call. 

“Thanks for the note,” I said. It 


was about parking in downtown and 
a ticket he'd received for same. “Do 
you want it published as a letter?” 

“Sure, I guess so,” he said, “J just 
got online and I noticed your 4d 
about the paper being online amd I 
wanted to use my e-mail and, well I 
had just gotten a ticket.” 

I had e-mail at work today from a 
woman who just wanted to say hello, 
she'd read last week’s paper, and Was 
glad to see there was a race for the 
two School Committee seats. 

At home I am writing three, four, 
sometimes five times a week via the 
Internet to my brother in California. 
The truth is, e-mail has done a Jot for 
my relationship with my brother- We 
are quite close, but both of us are 
busy and he hates the phone. He’S 42 
Episcopal priest and an introvert, 0 
he often is looking for space tO Te- 
charge his batteries. Sometimes t's 
hard to talk on the phone with him. 
Now that I am online, we are “talk- 
ing” with ease. We write short notes, 
usually at night. 

My husband and my brother feel 
the same way I do about the Key- 
board and computer screen; J 4m 
comfortable at the keyboard, MY 
thoughts come easily there,’ { ©an 
organize my thoughts well there. 

My son also is online at college- He 
and I are just beginning to expLore 
the possibilities of communicating 
this way. My daughter is not yet 


online, but I wish she were. 

I even have written to my minister 
via e-mail. Actually, it was in writing 
to him that I first understood why e- 
mail works so well. It is less intru- 
sive than the phone. The phone rings 
when it rings and you pick it up, not 
knowing who is there, but you have 
to respond when you pick it up. You 
really don’t have a choice in the mat- 
ter, except not to answer. 

But with e-mail, you can go online 
and read it when you please, you can 
respond when you want, and you can 
react any way you wish to what you 
receive online and the sender can’t 
hear you.

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Disturbed by school 
board meeting 


Editor, Townsman: 

My child will start kinder- 
garten this fall, so I attended my 
first School Committee meeting 
on Jan. 17. Although my family 
is not affected by redistricting 
(not this time, anyway), I left 
that memorable meeting feeling 
quite disturbed for several rea- 
sons, most of which were amply 
addressed in this column last 
week. However, one was only 
barely touched on, so I'd like to 
address it. 

The meeting was expected to 
be heavily attended because of 
the painfully difficult issue of 
redistricting; therefore, it was 
moved from the small School 
Committee Room to Doherty 
Auditorium. Imagine my sur- 
prise when I found that no provi- 
sion for sound amplification in 
that large hall had been made, 
and the committee members 
were sitting around a conference 
table speaking in conversational 
tones. Most of what was said 
between them as they discussed 
crucial issues was completely 
inaudible to those of us who took 
the trouble to show up. At first, I 
had the queer feeling that I was 
eavesdropping on a private dis- 
cussion, along with about 100 
other people. 

As the meeting progressed, 
my feeling became annoyance, 
then suppressed anger. With the 
exception of (Superintendent 
Dick) Neal’s clearly audible and 
visible presentation, this was the 
least inclusive public meeting 
I’ve ever attended. There was 
growing unrest in the hall as 
carefully-prepared audience 
comments were met with 
Silence, pointed questions 
repeatedly appeared to go unan- 
swered, and crucial motions 
were made that we couldn’t hear. 

To top it off, when the all- 
important vote was taken to 
accept the redistricting plan 
over the strenuous objections of 
many parents present, the com- 
mittee members became even 
more quiet. The motion being 
considered and the result of the 
vote remained unclear to the 
audience until we were forced to 
ask that both be announced at 
greater volume. This only made 


a difficult situation that much 
worse. 

Here’s an additional twist to 
this acoustics problem. Five 
microphones were clearly visi- 
ble on the conference table, but I 
later learned that they served 
only the home audience watch- 
ing on cable TV. However, no 
microphones were provided for 
the audience, so I have no idea 
whether any of the parents’ elo- 
quent speeches were heard by 
those home viewers. 

Again, I have no ax to grind 
regarding the redistricting plan 
(though I feel for those parents 
who do). I’m simply taken aback 
that any public meeting could be 
run this way, let alone one of 
such importance to so many 
households, Since we must vote 
for School Committee members, 
we must be able to hear what is 
being said by whom. I would 
think that there is a legal 
requirement for those in atten- 
dance at any public meeting, and 
all home viewers, to be able to 
clearly hear all of the proceed- 
ings. 

Having made some inquiries, 
I’m inclined to conclude that the 
committee members. were 
unaware of these technical prob- 
lems (though I confess it’s diffi- 
cult to understand how that 
could be so), 1 mean them no dis- 
respect, nor do I think they 
should be foreed to sit around 
and shout at each other in order 
to be heard in the hall. 

I respectfully suggest that 
those responsible for setting up 
Andover’s public meetings take 
pains to speedily remedy this sit- 
uation, I'd like to think that any- 
one willing to run for public ser- 
vice in this town would be more 
than willing to be clearly heard 
at all.meetings, at all times, and 
the public deserves nothing less.

Now in her 70s, Helen began smok- 


ings when she was 15 years old. 


“It was a very exciting and very 
sophisticated thing,” she said, adding 
that no one had any idea at that time 


that smoking could be so bad. 


Her moment of truth came early last 
fall when her doctor heard rumbling in 
her chest during a physical examina- 
tion. The doctor indicated that it could 
be the onset of emphysema. Helen 
immediately decided that she had to do 
something and enrolled in a smoking 


cessation program. 


“IT had to help myself. I didn’t want 
to die with a cigarette in my hand,” she 
ssid. “I stopped smoking on Nov. 9 at 8 
p.m. I have been two months and one 
week without a cigarette. That shows 


“you how stressful it is.” 


Many smoking-cessation programs 
recommend attending a support group 
after the program is completed. Helen 
began attending Nicotine Anonymous 


meetings last December. 


“I’m 72 years old. I had a difficult 
time just getting to the meetings.” She 
found a friend, a relapsed smoker, to 
give her a ride, and now both are 
attending the meetings and acting as 


sponsors for one another. 


Nicotine Anonymous encourages 
members committed to abstinence to 
share their experiences one-on-one. 
Sponsors may contact one another sev-

Kate began smoking at 18, relatively 
late as nearly half of all smokers start 
by age 13, she said. 

“It’s a drug and I got hooked.” 

This was the late '50s, she said, and 
there was no literature at that time 
about the hazards of smoking. “No doc- 
tor ever suggested I quit smoking, even 
while I was pregnant.” 

Kate was in her 30s and studying to 
be a nurse when she began to feel that 
her habit was dangerous and getting 
out of control.

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Group works together to kick the nicotine habit 


Her reaction then was to switch to a 
different brand with lower tar and 
nicotine. With every cigarette, she said 
she would tell herself, “This cigarette 
won’t be the one that does it. This 
cigarette is not the one that will hurt.” 

Kate tried several times over the 
next eight years to quit, using varied 
methods, including nicotine gum, stop- 
ping cold turkey, the nicotine patch 
and smoking-cessation programs. 
Though she was able to stop for several 
months at a time, she said that “as 
soon as a Stressful situation came 
along, I'd get started again.” 

Kate said she knew about the Nico- 
tine Anonymous organization, but for 
many years avoided it thinking that 
she was doing fine all by herself. She 
set up rules and defense mechanisms 
for herself. She would only smoke 


when she was alone, never in front of 


her students, only after her husband 
went to bed, and then only in one spe- 
cific chair. 

“T thought I was handling life. I kept 
it a secret from all my family members. 
My self-esteem, what I thought of 
myself, went way down.” 

She started attending Nicotine 
Anonymous meetings a year ago. She 
found the group very supportive, non- 
judgmental and accepting; her desire 
to quit smoking was all the reason she 
needed for being there.

about there not being any joy in the 
world because we didn’t have 
cigarettes.” 

After a few months of being free 
from cigarettes, and with the support 
of Nicotine Anonymous, Kate said her 
obsession with the compulsion to 
smoke began to recede. Talking to peo- 
ple about not smoking was therapeutic. 

“In order to stop I have to give it 
away. Helping another smoker stop 
makes me feel really good.” 

Encouraged by the Wilmington 
group, Kate established a meeting 
group in Andover. Nicotine Anony- 
mous meets Wednesday nights at 7:15 
at Faith Lutheran Church, 360 S. Main 
St. The group is small but growing.

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Changes kick off the ‘94 tax preparation season 


People should be aware of some of 
the tax law changes for 1994 that could 
make a difference on the bottom line of 
their tax return. 

The standard mileage rate for the 
cost of using one’s car for business 
miles is up a penny to 29 cents per 
mile. And for business travel away 
from home, people can’t deduct the 
travel expenses paid for someone 
accompanying them, such as a spouse, 
unless that person is an employee, has 
a specific business purpose for the 
travel, and would otherwise be allowed 
to deduct the travel expense 

For those who work and have quali- 
fying children, the earned income tax 
credit amount will increase. The 
amount a person can earn and still be 
eligible for the credit will increase, too. 
No longer available will be the health 
insurance credit and the extra credit 
for a child born during the year. 

The earned income tax credit

Travel and entertainment expenses: 
What's new, what's not

sidered to be traveling away from 
home if their duties require them to be 
away from the general area of their 
main place of business for substantial- 
ly longer than a day, and if they need to 
sleep to meet the demands of their 
work. 

If the travel includes some business 
and some personal aspects, records 
showing exactly how much is related to 
business are needed to prove the 
expenses. Documents should include 
lodging, transportation and meal 
receipts, and receipts for cleaning and 
laundry, phone charges and tips. 

Beginning in 1994, new rules apply 
to travel expenses for a spouse, depen- 
dent or other person going along on a 
business trip. These expenses cannot 
be deducted unless the person is an 
employee, has a business purpose for 
the travel and would otherwise be 
allowed to deduct the travel expenses. 

Also new for 1994, only 50 percent of 
the cost of meals (including taxes and 
tips) can be claimed while traveling on 
business. And if business is conducted 
at a club, usually the expenses, such as 
meals, are deductible. But the actual 
club dues or fees no longer count as a 
business expense. 

In addition to being ordinary and 
necessary, business entertainment 
expenses must be either “directly relat- 


sees ee nen ae a 


ed” or “associated” with the business. 
For the entertainment part of the meet- 
ing to be directly related, the business 
owner must have more than a general 
expectation of making money or get- 
ting more business as a result of enter- 
taining. Some sort of business must be 
conducted in earnest; however, the IRS 
does not require proof that the busi- 
ness actually made money as a result. 

Even if the entertainment was not 
directly related to business, the 
expense may be deductible if it was 
associated with business. For example, 
the meal or entertainment may come 
directly before or after an important 
business discussion, Again, only 50 per- 
cent of the cost of business meals and 
entertainment is tax deductible. But 
amounts spent on transportation get- 
ting to and from the meeting are not 
subject to the 50-percent limit. 

Supporting documents should 
include the names and positions of all 
who attended the event, what and 
where it was, the date and the business 
purpose for the event. 

Keeping a business calendar that 
shows all out-of-town travel, arrange- 
ments, schedules, meetings and 
appointments and the business pur- 
pose may be a big help at tax time. For

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Are you a 
household 


employer? 

Hiring household workers can turn 
ordinary people into employers, and 
they may not even know it. 

When people hire babysitters, cooks, 
maids, or gardeners to work at their 
homes; when they tell the workers 
what, when, where, and how to do the 
job; when they give workers the tools 
they need, and can fire them, too; they 
become household employers. 

These employers have tax responsi- 
bilities that other people do not. They 
first must have an employer identifica- 
tion number (EIN), which can be 
applied for either by mail or by tele- 


phone. Then they must keep a record of 


the name and Social Security number 
of each employee for tax purposes. 

Household employers must withhold 
Social Security and Medicare Tax 
(FICA) trom employee wages, as well as 
pay an equal amount from their own 
funds. They also must withhold federal 
income iax if the employee asks for it 
and they agree. 

Depending on the amount of wages 
paid to employees, household employ- 
ers may have to pay Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax (FUTA), or advance payment 
of the earned income tax credit if the 
employee qualifies for it. 


None of the taxes apply, however, if 
the worker is hired through an agency 
that is responsible for who does the 
work and how it is done. For example, 
a nurse is hired from a home health 
care agency to tend to an elderly par- 
ent. The agency sets and collects the 
wages, pays the nurse and requires reg- 
ular reports from the nurse. 

But if the agency only gives out a list 
of nurses, is not responsible for how 
the work is done and does not collect 
the wages, then chances are the nurse 
is a household employee. In that case, 
the taxes apply. 

An employer also has to file certain 
forms with the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, These forms are to report the 
amount of tax withheld from employ- 
ees’ wages and are filed either quarter- 
ly or at the end of the year, depending 
on the amount of wages paid and the 
type of tax.

between employee and 
independent contractor 


At some point, many business own- 
ers will hire someone to do work for 
them. They may get an accountant, 
builder, lawyer or other professional. 

No matter who is hired, the last 
thing the owner may think might be 
“is this person an ‘employee or inde- 
pendent contractor?” Knowing the 
difference is important for tax purpos- 
es. 

Business owners must withhold 
income tax on employees’ wages, and 
must pay Social Security tax (FICA) 
as well as withhold the employees’ 
portion of FICA. They also are respon- 
sible for unemployment tax (FUTA). 

So how do they know the differ- 
ence? It comes down to the right to 
control. An employee is controlled by 
an employer in ways an independent 
contractor is not. 

According to the Internal Revenue 
Service, “In a nutshell, if you have 
workers and you set their hours, pro- 
vide their tools, tell them what to do 
and how to do it, and can fire them, 
then chances are they’re employees, 
not independent contractors.” 

It doesn’t matter if workers are 
allowed freedom of action in getting 


the job done. The fact that the busi- 
ness owner has the legal right to con- 
trol the method and result of some- 
one’s work is enough to show an 
employer-employee relationship. 

Business contracts set up calling 
employees “independent contractors” 
won't wash with the IRS. “If the work- 
er meets the employee criteria, they 
are considered employees,” the IRS 
says. 

As for the lawyer, accountant or 
other professional mentioned earlier, 
if they operate their own business and 
provide special services to the public, 
they are most likely independent con- 
tractors. They can set their own hours 
and methods for doing the job, and 
they don’t report on a regular basis. 

Improperly classified employees 
can cause business owners to end up 
with substantial penalties for nonpay- 
ment of employment taxes. Owners 
who need help deciding how to classi- 
fy someone can fill out Form SS-8, 
“Determination of Employee Work 
Status for Purposes of Federal 
Employment Taxes and Income Tax 
Withholding.” The IRS will tell them

Tax and financial planning:

Will your home office still qualify 
for a deduction? 


In the Supreme Court’s Soliman 
decision, they announced both a “rela- 
tive importance” and “time” test to be 
used to determine if a taxpayer is 
allowed an office in the home deduc- 
tion. While this decision substantially 
restricted the general availability of 
the deduction, the specific application 
of the two new tests was unclear. The 
IRS has now released guidelines that 
explain how it will apply these stan- 
dards. 

Consistent with the court’s analy- 
sis, the relative importance test is of 
greater significance, and it will be 
applied first. A comparison will be 
made between the activities per- 
formed at each business location to 
determine if the most important activ- 
ities are performed at the home office. 
This test attempts to identify the loca- 
tion where the essence of the taxpay- 
er’s business is conducted. This is 
usually the place where goods are 
actually delivered or where services 
are actually rendered. For example, 
the essence of a plumber’s trade or 
business requires him to perform ser- 
vices at the homes and offices of his 
customers. The administrative and 
telephone duties that he performs at 
his home office are clearly of less 
overall importance. Consequently, the 
plumber’s home office is not his prin- 
ciple place of business and he cannot 
deduct expenses incurred for the busi- 
ness use of his home. 

If the relative importance test 
doesn’t produce a definite answer 
(because the income generating activi- 
ties involved are performed both at 
the home office and at other sites), the 
amount of time spent at each location 
(the time test) will be clients’ offices, 


the essence of his business is conduct- 
ed in multiple locations, Thus, the rel- 
ative amount of time he spends at his 
home office and other sales locations 
will determine whether his office is 
the principle place of business. 

The guidelines have also reaf- 
firmed the Court’s conclusion that in 
some instances, application of the rel- 
ative importance and time tests will 
lead to the determination that the tax- 
payer has no principle place of busi- 
ness. In those cases, even though a 
room in the taxpayer’s home is his 
only business location, it will disallow 
all home office deductions claimed. 
While several options have been pro- 
posed in Congress, unfortunately, no 
legislative relief is on the immediate 
horizon. 


More on... “Where to Retire.” 


This past fall, we held a joint semi- 
nar with the Boston Company enti- 
tled, “Where to Retire.” There was a 
lot of interest expressed by clients and 
business associates in obtaining more 
information on this topic and periodic 
updates. One way to enhance your 
retirement income is to avoid high 
state income taxes after you retire. 
Many people try to solve the problem 
by moving from a high tax state to one 
with lower taxes. However, New York 
and other high tax states track down 
their former residents in an attempt 
to continue taxing their wealth by 
alleging that these retirees never real- 
ly intended to change their residence. 
The only way to avoid getting caught 
in their net is to take formal steps to 
show that you have abandoned your 
residence in the former state. Florida 
and some other low tax states have an 
official “Declaration of Residence” 
form that you should complete and 
sign, to show your intent to legally 
change your domicile. 


Furthermore, you should: 

+ Register your car in the new state 
of residence, 

« Get a driver’s license in the new 
state. 

- Register to vote in the new state. 

+ Join religious and social organiza- 
tions in the new state and resign from 
those in the old. 

« Sell or rent any real estate 
retained in the old state. 

« Maintain a log and documentation 
to prove you have spent less than 6 
months a year residing in the former 
high tax state. 

- Transfer bank accounts from the 
former to the new state of residence. 

It’s important to obtain both legal 
and tax advice if you are contemplat- 
ing changing a state of domicile upon 
retirement. Taking simple but neces- 
sary steps to protect your assets can 
make a world of difference in how 
you'll enjoy your retirement.

IRS develops specific market segments 
audit guides for fairer business audits 


The Internal Revenue Service is 
changing the way they do audits. How? 
“Gsing MSSP. 

MSSP isn’t a secret weapon created 
by the IRS. It’s the Market Segment 
Specialization Program, which means 
a fairer, more efficient audit process, 
and better service to taxpayers. 

The IRS traditionally grouped tax 
returns for audit by income and type; 
for example, Form 1040 with a Sched- 
we C, They trained examiners as gen- 
eralists, while businesses were contin- 
ually becoming more specialized. 

The new focus is on studying a given 
market segment in society by having 
examiners conduct a representative 
Number of audits and then writing 
guidelines to help other examiners 
become familiar with that segment 
before conducting audits. Discussions 
with industry and business associa- 
tions are held for input into the guide. 
A market segment may be an industry 
like construction, or entertainment, a 


profession like attorneys or real estate 
agents, or an issue like passive activity 
losses. 

Under MSSP, examiners will 
become specialists in how an industry 
operates, and become familiar with 
accounting and business practices and 
procedures common within that indus- 
try. They will keep current with indus- 
try changes through trade publica- 
tions, trade seminars and sharing 
information among other specialists. 
This helps make sure that issues are 
treated consistently nationwide, and 
raises taxpayers’ confidence in the 
IRS’s ability to fairly and competently 
carry out the tax law. 

The IRS currently has nine MSSP 
guides. They are working on over 60 
MSSP projects nationwide, ranging 
from art dealers and mobile cart ven- 
dors to timber sales and the wine 
industry. - 

They are even working on a market 
segment guide for foreign athletes and 


entertainers who perform in the Unit- 
ed States. This includes tennis players, 
boxers, golfers, skiers, race car drivers, 
rock groups, classical artists, models 
and actors. 

As these guides are developed, they 
are available to the public through the 
IRS Freedom of Information Reading 
Room in Washington, DC. Some cost a 
nominal fee, depending on the number 
of pages (first 100 pages are free, then 
15 cents per page). 

MSSP takes a focused look into spe- 
cific market segments to evaluate their 
needs and see if they comply with the 
tax laws. In the end, the IRS may only 
need to educate a segment about their 
business tax obligations. If it is deter- 
mined that the tax laws are unclear or 
difficult to comply with, the IRS may 
propose legislative changes to the tax 
laws. But for those segments where sig- 
nificant numbers choose not to follow 
the tax laws, the IRS will continue to 
pursue enforcement action.

if their workers are employees. 

Employers deposit the income, FICA 
and FUTA taxes at qualified financial 
institutions on a specific schedule, If 
these taxes are not withheld or deposit- 
ed on behalf of employees, the IRS may 
hold the business owner liable for a 
penalty equal to 100% of the tax not 
paid, plus interest. 


Business owners must give a Form 
W-2, “Wage and Tax Statement,” to 
employees showing the amount of their 
wages and taxes withheld. The owner 
must file Form 941, “Employer’s Quar- 
terly Federal Tax Return.” If these 


forms aren’t filed, the owner will be 
subject to penalties. 

Payments to an independent con- 
tractor that total $600 or more for the 
year must be reported by the business 
owner on Form 1099-MISC, “Miscella- 
neous Income.” If the form isn’t filed 
with the IRS, the owner will be subject 
to penalties. A copy also must be given 
to the independent contractor. 

Knowing the difference between 
employees and independent contrac- 
tors is one step to making sure a busi- 
ness runs smoothly,

Tax credit = 
extra pay 


It’s always news when the IRS takes 
money from people. But, how often do 
you hear about them adding extra mon- 
ey to paychecks? 
It’s no tall tale. The IRS and employ- 
ers nationwide are working together to 
help families get the earned income tax 
credit (EITC) throughout the year. 
Families who will earn under $24,396 in 
1995 and have at least one child living easy 
with them for more than half the year 


may qualify to receive extra money in 
each paycheck. these. 
“It’s a simple concept,” the IRS says. 
“Based on the amount of earnings, the 
employer adds an additional amount of 
money, which is actually a portion of 
the EITC, to eligible employees’ pay.

The earned income tax credit is not 
new. It’s been around since 1974. How- 
ever, in the Omnibus Budget Reconcili- 
ation Act of 1993, Congress expanded 
the credit and raised the income level 
to make more people eligible for it.
